DOING   OUR   BEST 


There  comes  a  time  of  decision  to  each  one  of 
us;  a  time  to  decide  what  to  do,  hoiv  well  to  do 
it,  ivhich  way  to  go.  Many  a  goal  has  been 
within  our  reach,  and  we  have  failed,  because  we 
did  not  work  quite  hard  enough.  We  did  not  do 
our  best,  or  ive  gave  up  too  soon. 

When  Moses  went  before  Pharoah,  and  re- 
peatedly asked  for  the  liberty  of  the  Children  of 
Israel  and  ivas  repeatedly  denied  his  request, 
would  he  have  liberated  them  by  quitting}  When 
the  Israelites  complained  so  bitterly  and  so  con- 
tinuously because  their  travels  in  the  wilderness 
deprived  them,  of  the  comforts  of  home  and  the 
flesh  pots  of  Egypt,  would  Moses  have  brought 
them  to  the  Promised  Land  by  quitting? 

No  one  ever  accomplished  a  great  work  by 
quitting.  Neither  did  anyone  achieve  greatly  who 
did  less  than  he  could  have  done.  Is  there  any 
greatness  in  mediocrity? 

At  home  or  at  ivork  we  may  take  the  easy 
fjoay,  the  way  vf  least  resistance.  We  may  hope 
to  "just  get  by."     But  what  do  we  get  out  of  it? 

When  ive  take  the  easy  path  at  home,  and  let 
things  slide,  our  children  will  let  things  slide  too; 
and  probably  our  wives  and  our  husbands  will 
also;  our  house  is  hardly  a  home.  It  is  not  the 
sacred  sanctuary  wherein  great  souls  are  reared, 
ivhere  faith  is  taught,  ivhere  righteousness  becomes 
our  goal,  where  God  is  pleased  to  have  his  Spirit 
abide. 

When  we  "let  things  slide"  in  our  work,  we 
usually  slide  with  them,   but  not  forward.     Men 


have  stayed  in  the  same  job  ivithout  advance- 
ment over  years  of  employment,  because  they 
"just  got  by,"  when  they  could  have  become  the 
heads  of  departments  or  managers  of  companies. 
He  who  "just  gets  by"  is  much  like  a  machine, 
he  does  no  more  than  he  is  pushed  into  doing,  and 
slotvs  doivn  whenever  the  pressure  is  taken  off. 

In  our  church  activity  the  principle  is  the  same. 
We  will  get  out  of  the  gospel  exactly  in  propor- 
tion to  what  we  put  into  it.  Some  there  may  be 
who  will  forefeit  their  eternal  blessings  because 
they  want  to  "just  get  by"  in  the  Church,  fail- 
ing to  realise  that  we  must  be  actively  engaged 
in  the  good  work,  and  actually  work  out  our  own 
salvation  by  such  activity. 

The  scripture  says  that  they  who  reach  eternal 
life  must  be  VALIANT.  That  expression  may  be 
the  Lord's  way  of  saying  that  we  should  do  our 
best.  He  has  never  liked  things  done  for  him  in 
a  half-hearted  manner.  He  has  always  asked  for 
the  best  that  is  in  us.  It  was  He  who  said  that 
ive  are  to  serve  Him  ivith  ALL  our  hearts,  and 
with  ALL  our  might. 

We  have  our  decisions  to  make  each  day.  Wc 
may  be  half-hearted  Latter-day  Saints,  we  may 
be  part  tithe  payers,  part  observers  of  the  Word 
of  Wisdom,  part  keepers  of  the  Sabbath  day, 
part  supporters  of  the  leaders  and  programme  of 
the  Church.  But  that  is  not  the  way  the  Lord 
would  like  it.  The  decision  we  must  maks  i?i  our 
own  best  interest,  is  that  we  do  our  best — for 
ourselves  and  for  Him.  But  in  doing  our  best 
for  Him,  we  must  forget  our  selfish  interests,  "for 
lie  that  loseth  his  life  for  my  sake,  shall  f'nd  it."

•  greatest  authors,  Count  Leo  Tolstoy.  Count 
Tolsto}^  wrote  great  volumes  such  as  his 
cumbersome  "War  and  Peace"  a  perennial 
classic.  But  to  me  his  greatest  work  is  a 
short  essay  he  wrote  called  "Where  God  is, 
Love  is."  You  all  know  the  story  of  Martin 
the  old  cobbler.  You  have  heard  many 
times  I  am  sure  the  simple  portrayal  of 
Martin's  conversion  and  of  his  kindnesses  to 
the  three  helpless,  hungry  and  cold  visitors 
and  of  his  visit  from  the  Lord  who  quoted 
to  him  as  He  did  in  days  of  old:  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my 
brthren  ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  Yet  that 
story  of  poor  Martin  brings  out  gloriously 
the  truth  that  "Not  what  you  have  but  what 
you  love  determines  your  wealth  or  poverty."

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There  was  a  time  when  no  one  had  a  good 
word  to  say  for  the  Mormons.  Although 
that  time  is  not  so  very  long  ago,  today  the 
newspapers  of  the  world  seem  most  anxious 
to  treat  justly  and  fairly  the  claims  and  ac- 
complishments of  the  Latter-day  Saint 
Church.  Don  Iddon,  syndicated  English 
Columnist  who  has  been  on  tour  of  the 
States,  recently  wrote  what  we  feel  is  an 
excellent  description  of  the  Mormon  Mecca — 
Salt  Lake  City.  To  him  go  our  thanks  for 
a  genuine  piece  of  impartial  journalism.  It 
was  published  on  the  front  page  of  the 
Ssturday  September  17th  Cape  Argus  and 
we  are  passing  excerpts  from  it  along  to  you. 
— Editor. 

Salt  Lake  City  is  a  shrine.  It  is  the  heart 
and   headquarters   of   the    Church   of   Jesus 


Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  The  great 
Mormon  Temple,  the  huge  tabernacle 
dominate  the  town.  Religion  —  th?  Mormon 
religion  —  rules  the  city.  This  is  plain  e& 
soon  as  you  arrive  there. 

Today  there  are  scores  of  British  Mormons 
here,  people  from  Coventry  and  Burnley, 
Northampton  and  Nuneaton  and  more  are 
coming.  There  are  more  than  30,000 
Mormons  in  Britain  itself.  In  any  case  there 
is  no  hostile  feeling  in  Salt  Lake  City  to 
people  of  gny  race.  It  is  not  a  city  of  hot 
anger,  prejudice  or  discrimination. 

One  of  the  main  pillars  of  the  Mormon 
Church  is  the  welfare  programme,  the 
wonderfully  successful  plan  of  mutual  aid. 
It  is  not  a  church  "dole"  or  State  handout. 
It  is  a  living  example  of  share  and  share 
alike. 

The  church  takes  care  of  its  own  and  does 
not  (and  did  not  in  the  great  depression)  go 
running  to  Washington  for  help. 

The  programme  has  become  so  vast  that 
now  the  Mormon  Church  has  its  own  grain 
elevators,  dairies,  canneries  and  clothing 
factories.  Their  dozen  storehouses  in  Utah 
and  elsewhere  provide  food  and  clothing  for 
the  poor. 

Each  membsr  of  the  church  contributes 
something  to  the  various  storehouses  — 
labour,  raw  materials,  agricultural  products 
or  his  own  particular  skill  and  craftsman- 
ship. Huge  supplies  of  food  and  clothing  are 
sent  to  Europe  every  week. 

Mormons  believe  they  have  adjusted  their 
twentieth  century  living  to  the  standards 
laid  down  by  Christ  20  centuries  ago. 

Mormons  shun  government  interference 
perhaps  because  they  had  to  battle  govern- 
ment-inspired  persecution   for  so  long. 

They  recoil  from  the  idler  who  thinks  the 
State  owes  him  a  living.  'Tf  a  man  won't 
work,   he  can't  eat,"   is  inclined  to  re-echo

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Blessings  or  Condemnation 


"All  victory  and  glory  is  brought  to  pass 
unto  you  through  your  diligence,  faithful- 
ness, and  prayers  of  faith."  (D.  &  C. 
103:36). 

This  is  one  of  the  many  promises  given  to 
those  who  call  themselves  Saints,  to  whom 
power  is  given  to  build  the  Kingdom  of  God 
on  earth  according  to  the  plans  of  heaven. 

We  look  upon  the  early  Saints  with  ad- 
miration and  thankfulness  for  their  great 
faith  and  diligence  in  laying  the  foundations 
•of  Zion.  They  devoted  their  lives  to  fol- 
lowing the  Plan  of  Salvation,  which  brought 
bitter  persecutions  from  all  sides.  The 
cruelty  and  affliction  were  of  such  ferocity  as 
to  try  the  faith  of  the  very  elect.  They 
■could  not  comprehend  the  persecutions  and 
sacrifices  that  were  to  accompany  them  in 
doing  the  will  of  the  Lord.  Nor  could  they 
comprehend  the  blessings  and  glory  that 
would  follow  their  great  works.  They  did 
know  they  were  doing  God's  will,  which 
came  before  all  else. 

Becoming  the  victims  of  vicious  mobs, 
they  were  driven  from  their  homes  into  the 
wilderness,  leaving  a  beautiful  city  and 
temple.  All  of  their  plans  and  dreams  were 
irustrated,  yet  they  heeded  the  will  of  the 
Lord  and  came  through  victoriously. 
Although  this  was  not  true  with  all,  as  the 
hardships  proved  too  much.  Many  of  the 
leaders  apostatised  and  became  bitter  ene- 
mies of  the  Church. 

The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  in  giving  ad- 
vice to  Wilford  Woodruff,  John  Taylor, 
Brigham  Young  and  other  missionaries  prior 
to  their  missions  in  England,  gave  them  the 
reasons  why  men  turn  away  from  the  com- 
mandments of  God.  He  then  remarked  that 
any  member,  and  Elder  in  this  Church  and 
Kingdom  who  pursued  a  course  whereby  he 
would  ignore  or  refuse  to  obey  any  known 
law  or  commandment  or  neglected  any  duty 
God  requires  at  his  hand  in  attending, 
meeting  and  obeying  counsels  had  laid  a 
foundat'on  to  lead  him  to  apostasy,  and  this 
is  the  reason  those  men  had  fallen.  He 
lioped  they  would  learn  wisdom  from  what 
they  saw  with  the  eye  and  heard  with  the

ear,  and  that  they  would  be  able  to  discern 
the  spirit  of  other  men  without  being  com- 
pelled to  learn  by  sad  experience. 

How  many  of  us  to-day  would  be  able  to 
withstand  the  trials  of  the  early  Saints? 
Through  this  past  war  many  of  the  Saints  in 
distant  lands  have  withstood  similar  trials, 
struggling  on  without  the  best  facilities,  with- 
out the  conveniences  of  nice  churches.  Praise 
can  be  given  to  those  who  proved  valiant, 
holding  fast  to  their  faith,  especially  in  the 
war-torn  countries 

Yet,  as  at  all  times,  many  became  rebel- 
lious, rejecting  the  counsels  of  heaven,  fall- 
ing from  their  position  as  Saints  and  builders 
of  God's  Kingdom.  Instead  of  growing 
strong  with  every  opposition,  they  became 
weak  and  a  slave  to  darkness. 

Logic  and  reason  can  be  presented  in  the 
most  convincing  manner.  Illustrations  prove 
growth  comes  from  work,  and  deterioration 
is  the  result  of  idleness,  yet  some  can  only 
learn  by  sad  experience.  Some  do  not  have 
the  spirit  of  the  Gospel,  the  love  for 
righteousness,  which  consists  of  working  and 
helping  others. 

Would  we  appreciate  the  Gospel  if  every- 
thing was  done  for  us?  Could  we  expect  to 
be  of  any  worth  to  our  Heavenly  Father, 
our  neighbour  or  ourselves? 

With  the  many  false  and  corrupt  notions 
of  men,  it  makes  the  laws  of  heaven  seem 
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hard  for  some  to  live.  Many  say,  "I  know 
the  Church  is  right,  but  it  is  too  hard  for 
me  to  live  its  laws."  It  is  true  we  receive 
rebuffs  and  trials,  which  inevitably  are  for 
our  welfare. 

Reasons  have  been  given  why  people 
find  living  the  Gospel  hard  to  live.  Anyone 
who  has  the  habit  of  lying,  gossiping,  fault 
finding,  shirking  duties  or  is  afraid  of  work, 
will  find  the  Gospel  hard  to  live.  It  is  also 
as  hard  for  a  righteous  man  to  do  evil,  such 
£s  cheating  or  lying. 

The  Lord  has  never  given  any  law  or 
commandment  to  His  people  without  pro- 
viding ways  for  fulfilling  them.  "I  the  Lord 
am  bound  when  ye  do  what  I  say,  but  when 
ye  do  not  what  I  say  ye  have  no  promise." 
(D.  &  C.  82:10). 

Do  we  believe  the  Lord  meant  what  He 
said,  and  have  we  tested  His  words?  He 
also  told  us  to  live  the  Gospel  and  we  shall 
know  of  its  truthfulness;  "Whether  the  doc- 
trine be  of  God,  or  of  man." 

To  do  this  will  mean  work  on  our  part.  It 
means  gaining  knowledge,  in  order  to  know 
God's  will.  We  must  exercise  faith  in  our 
Church  leaders  and  be  obedient  to  their 
counsels.  We  must  learn  to  control  our 
tongues,  to  provide  for  the  poor  in  the  Lord's 
way,  to  return  a  tenth  of  what  He  has  given 
us,  to  help  and  teach  our  brothers,  to  pre- 
pare ourselves  for  any  position  within  the 
Church,  and  make  truth  our  only  rule  of 
action.  By  not  doing  these  things  we  not 
only  endanger  ourselves,  through  our  trans- 
gressions, but  we  also  may  be  the  cause  of 
some  weaker  brother's  transgressions.  Being 
a  stumbling  block  to  others  and  causing  them 
to  lose  their  faith  is  a  serious  matter.  We 
may  repent  ourselves,  but  we  can't  repent 
for  those  whom  we  may  cause  to  fall  by 
destroying  their  faith. 

Are  we  ready  for  any  test  to  prove  our 
worthiness  as  members  of  this  Church?  Are 
we  preparing  ourselves  to  warn  and  teach 
others?  It  mes.ns  eternal  happiness  to  keep 
His  commandments  and  eternal  sorrow  to 
violate  them. 

This  Kingdom  is  indestructible,  never  to 
leave  the  earth  again,   and  it  can  only  be 


built  upon  the  laws  of  righteousness.  We  are 
given  the  privilege  of  building  it.  "For  be- 
hold, it  is  hot  meet  that  I  could  command 
in  all  things,  for  he  that  is  compelled  in  all 
things,  the  same  is  a  slothful  and  not  a  wise 
servant,  wherefore  he  receiveth  no  reward." 
(D.  &C.  58:26).

William  Penn,  one  of  the  great  colonisers 
of  New  England,  put  his  creed  into  these 
words:  "I  expect  to  pass  through  this  life 
but  once  ....  if  therefore,  there  is  any 
kindness  I  can  show  or  any  good  thing  I 
can  do  to  any  fellow-being,  let  me  do  it  now 
and  not  defer  or  neglect  it  as  I  shall  not 
pass  again  this  way."  The  Prophet  Alma 
put  it  this  way:  "This  life  is  the  time  for 
men  to  prepare  to  meet  God;  yea,  behold, 
the  day  of  this  life  is  the  day  for  men  to 
perform  their  labours."  And  in  that  same 
Book  of  Mormon  in  which  we  believe,  King 
Benjamin  in  his  stirring  address  to  the 
assembled  Nephites  said:  "When  ye  are  in 
the  service  of  your  fellow-man  ye  are  only 
in  the  service  of  God."  That's  Mormonism 
.  .  .  service  to  God  through  service  to  our 
fellow  man. 

The  Lord  told  us  that  "Whosoever  will 
be  chief  among  j'ou  let  him  be  your  ser- 
vant." That  is  perhaps  the  reason  why 
His  Church  is  the  most  service-conscious  of 
all  the  world's  religions.  We  as  a  people 
try  to  embody  these  truths  in  believing  that 
every  kindness  we  do  to  man  is  directly  a 
kindness  to  our  Lord  and  Master.  The  doc- 
trines of  Christ  might  well  have  been  accept- 
able to  the  Jews  were  it  not  for  his  doctritie 
of  loving  our  brothers.  The  Jews  hated 
most,  Christ's  story  of  the  one  good  man 
...  a  despised  Samaritan  .  .  .  who,  although 
not  of  the  chosen  race,  not  a  true  man  of 
God,  was,  nonetheless,  the  only  truly  Good 
man  of  the  lot.  It  is  for  this  doctrine  that 
Christ  was  crucified  .  .  .  Thou  shall  love 
thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  "Love  your 
enemies,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you 
and  despitefully  use  you."  Today  the  Good 
Samaritan  stands  as  a  symbol  of  unselfish 
kindness  and  service  .  .  .  the  epitome  of 
Christ's  teachings.

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THE  SPRINGBOK- 

"Symbol  of  South  African 
Sportsmanship*' 


The  Springbok  is  the  national  emblem  of 
South  Africa.  South  Africans  abroad  — 
whether  they  be  army  men,  navy  men  or 
sportsmen  —  are  known  as  "Springboks." 
There  is  no  need  here  to  enkrge  on  the 
do'ngs  of  the  Springboks  during  ths  war,  but 
they  certainly  did  play  a  splendid  part  in 
that  struggle. 

More  recently,  there  have  been  struggles 
of  a  different  nature,  when  the  New  Zealand 
Rugby  Team  (the  All  Blacks)  toured  this 
country.  The  New  Zealanders  end  the 
Springboks  met  on  Rugby  fields  in  every 
Province  of  the  Unon.  Each  game  was 
hotly  contested,  but  the  Springboks  carried 
off  the  laurels  in  each  of  the  four  test 
matches. 

Record  crowds  turned  out  to  see  these 
matches.

Potatoburgers 

1  lb.  hamburger; 

2  cups  uncooked,  grated  potatoes; 
\  cup  grated  onions; 

1-i  teaspoon  salt; 
\  teaspoon  pepper; 
4  cup  green  pepper  (optional); 
shortening. 

Combine  hamburger,  potatoes,  onions, 
salt  and  pepper  and  mix  well.  Shape  into 
patties  and  fiy  in  hot  shortening  until  brown 
on  both  sides.
